HERBERT L. MONAHAN, JR., Special Agent in Charge of FBI 
operations in the state of North Carolina, announced today fhe 
arrest o‘f JACK WILSON FOWLER, JR. 

FOWLER, a 28 year old resident of Winston-Salem, N. C., 
was arrested by FBI Agents in Hinsdale, Illinois, on November 15, 

1979, as a result of a Federal warrant issued at Greensboro, N. C., 
on November 8, 1979, charging him with unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution. He was sought in connection with the deaths of five 
Communist Worker Party members during an anti-Ku Klux Klan demonstration 
in Greensboro on November 3, 1979. FOWLER, a member of the National 
Socialist Party of America, is scheduled for an appearance before a 
U.S. Magistrate in Chicago, Illinois, today.

On July 8, 1979, the KKK meeting was disrupted by 
a group identifying themselves as members of the Workers 
Viewpoint Organization (WO). During the disruption, members 
of the WO obtained the Klan flag and burned it in their 
presence. Photographs of the incident reflect both members 
of the WO and Klan had firearms but the presence of law 
enforcement officers at the scene prevented bloodshed. 

Subsequently, members of the WO advertised a 
"Death to the Klan" rally and parade to be held in Greensboro, 
North Carolina, on November 3, 1979. Numerous posters advertising 
the event were posted in the area and it received considerable 
media coverage as well. 

On November 3, 1979, at the starting point of the 
planned parade of the WVO, numerous members of the Klan and 
Nazi Party appeared in a caravan of vehicles.

A spokesman subsequently advised his group was no longer 
affiliated with the WO but three weeks earlier the name of the 
group had been changed to the “Communist Workers Party" (CWP). 

It was also announced the CWP would hold a funeral procession in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, on November 11, 1979, for the five 
members of the CWP who had been killed November 3, 1979* The 
city of Greensboro thereafter declared a state of emergency on 
November 10, 1979. 

In accordance with the declared state of emergency,' the 
city of Greensboro obtained assistance of the Guilford County 
Sheriff’s Department, the North Carolina Highway Patrol, the State 
Bureau of Investigation, as well as the National Guard. The 
Nationai Guard effectively sealed aLl intersections along the parade 
route. Members of the Greensboro Police Department encircled those 
marching in the procession and acted as a mobil shield from the 
starting point until the cemetery was reached. 

It had been previously ascertained that a caravan of 
demonstrators would be transported from Durham, North Carolina, to 
take part in the funeral -procession in Greensboro on November 11, 
1979. On the morning of November 11, 1979, agents of the Federal 
T reau of Investigation (FBI) observed the demonstrators in Durham, 

1 rth Carolina, gathering at the "Break the Chains" Bookstore. 
Demonstrators were observed in possession of weapons which were 
placed in a number of vehicles. The demonstrators then formed into 
a 16 vehicle caravan led by CHARLES FRANKLIN FINCH, owner of the 
"Break the Chains" Bookstore. 

Information regarding weapons in possession of the 
demonstrators was relayed by the FBI to local authorities. It was 
determined that "sufficient probable cause existed for issuance of 
n state warrant for transporting dangerous weapons to the scene of 
emergency. FBI surveillance of the caravan continued as the 
caravan proceeded toward Greensboro and state and local authorities 
were provided with.continuous coverage through previously arranged 
hnnnels of communication. FBI surveillance of the caravan 
continued to the city limits of Greensboro where members of the 
Greensboro Police Department, North Carolina Highway Patrol and the 
State Bureau.of Investigation stopped the caravan. All vehicles 
and persons in the caravan were checked and numerous weapons were 
confiscated. Twelve persons were charged with transportation of 
dangerous weapons. Remaining individuals were permitted to proceed 
to downtown Greensboro to participate in the funeral procession. 
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RE: DEMONSTRATION SPONSORED BY

In accordance with prior agreement, with city officials, 
an honor guard with the funeral procession was permitted to carry 
rifles, shotguns and semi-automatic weapons but they were instructed 
not to have loaded weapons or available ammunition. Prior to the 
beginning of the procession the National Guard confiscated all 
ammunition from the honor guard. 

Prior to the beginning of the funeral procession, a 
considerable amount of time was spent at the point of embarkation. 

Those to march in the procession were furnished with placards and 
signs, A sound truck was utilized to issue instructions to the 
marchers and a musical group sang revolutionary songs. Five caskets 
draped'in red were placed on rolling metal stands pushed by pallbearers. 
One casket was placed at the front of the procession and the remaining 
four caskets were placed at a point mid-way in the procession. The 
approximately 300 marchers then proceeded slowly along the parade 
route to the cemetary. Mobil sound equipment and the sound trucks 
were utilized in chanting slogans such as “Avenge the CWP-5." 

Numerous media personnel were present and at some points the 
procession was slowed by*efforts of the media to interview some of 
the merchers. 

The graveside ceremonies consisted of the singing of 
revolutionary songs. Several speakers eulogized the deceased and 
their efforts on behalf of the CWP. The procession then reversed 
and marched along the parade route to the assembly area where they 
dispersed. 


Included in the-funeral procession was a group, self- 
identified as members of the Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP). 
Also approximately ten young adults who appeared to be Iranian 
students marched in the procession chanting “Death to the Shah.” 


A contingent of CWP members, mostly from Pennsylvania, 
were observed by police to arrive after the funeral procession 
had started. They were observed removing weapons from their vehicles 
and police arrested eight of them.
